EDITORIAL 


It has been going on ever since the fateful apple ushered 
in sexual awareness when Adam and Eve shared the garden 
of Eden. For centuries sexual harassment - close encounters 
of the unwelcome kind - has been accepted as part of the 


sexes relating to each other. 


Sexual harassment occurs in many forms, but the most 
common has been male to female. Often from the 
advantage of a position of power, men have made 


unwanted advances 


to women - 


and have been 


encouraged to do so by socially acceptable sexual 


stereotypes. 


To the harasser it is often a joke. But to those on the 
receiving end it is not funny. It subtly eats away a person's 
peace of mind and ability to work to full capacity. 


The major problem is to define it. As one female 
employee put it, ‘An old prude may think a whistle is sexual 
harassment. It depends on people’s beliefs, morals and 
upbringing.’ The most usual definition is any repeated and 
unwarranted sexual comments, looks, suggestions or 
physical contact that a person finds objectionable or 
offensive. It is entirely different from an office affair. An 
affair occurs when both parties want it. Sexual harassment 


exists when one doesn’t. 


Since 1976 more that 200 complaints of harassment in the 
workplace have been filed with the Ontario Human Rights 
Commission and a U.S. survey showed that 42 percent of 
female government employees and 15 percent of the men 
reported they had been sexually harassed. Twenty two 
percent of the men and three percent of the women 
reported homosexual harassment. 


The main thing is that sexual harassment has little to do 
with sex, and everything to do with power. The potential 
for it to occur will exist as long as there are human beings. 
To quote Oscar Wilde ‘The Book of Life begins with a man 
and a woman in a garden. It ends with Revelations.’

Tyendinaga 
considering 
fire department 


Mr. Clyde Pope, Fire Services 
Advisor from the Ontario Fire 
Marshall’s Office was the guest 
speaker at a special meeting of 
the Tyeninaga Township 
Council. The meeting, held on 
Wednesday January 20, was an 
opportunity for interested 
people to hear Mr. Pope outline 
the requirements and methods 
of forming a volunteer fire 
department. 


About 40 residents attended 
the meeting, and it was pointed 
out to them that, at the present 
time, Tyendinaga purchases fire 
protection from both Thurlow 
and Deseronto volunteer 
departments.

For the captain operating 
Glenora Ferry it was more or less 
a straight forward day. Butitisn t 
always that way in the winter. 


Long stretches of cold 
weather, such as that exper- 
ienced two weeks ago, creates a 
tremendous ice build-up and if 
not handled properly, can cause 
problems, says Captain Wayne 
Eves. 

Captain Eves is one of eight 
captains who operate 
Glenora Ferry in addition to 
Senior Ferry Captain R.F. 
Fawcett. Captain Eves has been 
with Glenora Ferry since June of 
1976, employed before that with 
the Wolfe Island Ferry Service. 


During such extreme weather 
the channel becomes clogged 
with frazzle ice. Operating the 
ferry during these conditions 
involves more than just 
travelling from Glenora to 
Adolphustown and back again: 


‘There’s a bit of a trick to it,’ 
explains Captain Eves. ‘If you 
have too large a ferry track, then 
you can’t keep it clear. If it is too 
small, then there is nowehere for 
the slush ice to go.’ 


One side of the channel is 
purposely crowded during the 
crossing which forces the slush 
ice under the solid ice where the 
currents of the bay carry it away. 


sky a spectacul 


The ice problem is aleviated at 
the feery slips by a bubble 
system which helps in 
preventing the water in this area 
from freezing. Slush ice does 
build up near the slips 
occasionally, and before 
entering the slip the ferry 
captain often will spend a few 
minutes clearing the area near 
the entrance. This is accomp- 
lished by running the ferry into 
these clogged areas and revving 
the engine, the prop forcing the 
slush ice out of the way or under 
the solid ice. 

To those who ride the ferry 
regularly it is quie clear what is 
happening when the ferry 
appears to go astray. To others, 
the sudden change in direction 
causes some people to jump 
from their cars and look around

to see what is happening, often 
glancing up in the direction of 
the wheelhouse to see if anyone 
is at the helm. 


Only one ferry is in service 
during the winter, the other tied 
up at the dock on the Glenora 
side. Both are powered by two 
Allis-Chalmers diesel engines. 
‘In the winter we use both 
engines on the ferry; one prop 
pushes and the other pulls.’ The 
huge fuel tanks have a capacity 
of 1,500 gallons and are filled 
once a week by a bulk truck. 


The biggest problem during 
the winter months is the slip on 
the Adolphustown side which 
Captain Eves describes as ‘poor 
engineering’. The slip faces the 
prevailing westerlies resulting in 
the currents and winds forcing 
slush ice into the slip where it is 
driven in even further by the 
action of the ferry entering the 


slip. Eventually this buil-up 
creates problems with the 
ramps. 


Often during the fall the ferry 
service shuts down temporarily 
due to high winds. Winds, says 
Captain Eves, doesn’t seem to 
pose as great a problem in the 
winter. When the ferry does shut 
down because of high wind, it is

A new study called Energy and 
Agriculture has been published 
by the Ontario governments 
Energy and Agriculture Policy 
Committee. 


The report states that 
agriculture is one of our most 
energy dependent industries. 
Back in 1940 an Ontario farmer 
fed 15 people. Today, using five 
times as much energy, he feeds 
80 people 

Energy is the second largest 
operating expense for farmers. 
For every dollar the farmer 
spends, 65 cents goes to pay for 
fuel, oil and nitrogenous 
fertilizer which is derived from 
natural gas. 

The study recommends five 
areas in which farmers can save 
energy: by eliminating 
unnecessary tillage; by using 
improved grain drying and 
storage facilities; by making sure 
that equipment ts operating 
efficiently; by using legumes 
and manure to replace some 
commercial fertilizer and by 
insulating and adding heat 
recovery systems to animal 
housing 


Studies at Agriculture 
Canada’s Lethbridge, Alta., 
Research Station could help 
provide answers to the 
persistent problem of house fly 
control on farms and in feedlots. 


Station scientists have tested 
two new methods of eliminating 
flies in manure, the most 
common breeding ground for 
flies on the farm.

getting dark. They Have been 
interesting to watch this winter, 
vigorously scratching with both 
feet wherever excess feed has 
dropped to the ground. Their 
musical tinkling is a pleasant 
sound ona clear, frosty morning 
as they visit first one feeder and 
then another. 


Tree sparrows generally prefer 
small scratch feed, but in the last 
week or so large numbers of my 
tree sparrows. have shown an 


interest in the various suet bags, 
also pecking away at the seed 
cakes hanging from the 
branches. 


But by far the most interesting 
visitors have been the snow 
buntings, the first day, 53 
showing up during a snow 
storm, Twenty-five or so are 
regulars every day now and have 
become so tame it is possible to 
approach them to within five or 
six feet. Snow buntings prefer 
the open fields and rarely take to 
visiting back yards. This is only 
the second winter in 16 years 
that we have been successful in 
inducing snow buntings~ to 
accept hand-outs. 


Other species coming to our 
feeders include redpolls, 
goldfinch and dark-eyed junco, 
these joining the 12 species 
which have turned up since the 
Start of the season. 


Mrs. G.E. Grainger of R.R. 4, 
Picton (east of Waupoos) 
informed me by telephone last 
week that she has a white- 
winged crossbill coming to her 
feeder. Upon first glance one 
would think the crossed 
mandibles of this northern finch

When | arrived one afternoon 
last week the trees and feeders 
were alive with tree sparrows, 
black-capped chickadees and 
downy woodpeckers, but | was 
informed that early morning was 
the high point of activity at their 
feeder. ‘There's nothing around 
now,’ was the comment which 
fell upon my disbelieving ears. If 
only all feeders could enjoy their 
slack periods! 


The highlight at their feeder 
this winter is a black-billed 
magpie, a native of western 
Canada. While magpies do turn 
up occasionally in Ontario, this 
sighting represents the first 
record of the species for Prince 
Edward County. While my 
search, to date, has not revealed 
the magpie, Mike’s description 
of the bird was so detailed there 
is no doubt as to the identity of 
the bird. The bird is apparently 
quite bold, readily accepting 
food from their doorstep

part) because of the Amend- 
ment to the Education Act, Bill 
82. Definitions of bright or gifted 
children vary from ‘children 
who could benefit from a more 
challenging school program’ to 
‘IQ over 140’, to ‘gifted 
(exceptional general intellectual 
ability) and talented (out- 
standing creative, co-ordination 
and motor, or leadership ability’ 


The aims and objectives of the 
Hastings-Prince Edward 
Association have yet to be 
finalized. Among those of the 
Kingston Chapter, that may be 
adopted are 


Fostering a better under- 
standing of the bright child;

EDITORIAL 


In 1978-79 Ontario spent only $10.91 per student on 
school textbooks. When you think back to the clothes 
budget for your children, you may be surprised to 
realize that the amount schools spend on textbooks fora 
full year is just about the price of a shirt 


Yet the comparison is hardly fair when you consider 
the value of the two; after all, textbooks can be used fora 
full year of work and generally last from 3 to 5 years 
before they need replacing. It is clear that books are 
more important to any child’s education than the shirt 
he wears, but this fact is not reflected in the education 
budget 


Textbooks are a vital element in any child’s education. 
They give children a broad range of information; they 
organize subject matter; they stimulate inquiry and they 
encourage participation. They are also portable and not 
subject to mechanical failure. Textbooks remain the 
least expensive and most effective educational tool 
available to teachers and students today. 


However, when education budgets prohibit the 
purchase of an adequate supply of texts, their 
effectiveness is seriously reduced. If educational 
standards are to be maintained at even their present 
level, then Ontario must face the fact that students need 
books 


Despite the second highest per pupil educational 
budget in the country, Ontario spends the lowest 
percentage of that budget on textbooks - less than one 
half of one percent 


Until 1968, Ontario could rightfully claim to be a 
leader in stimulating the development and use of 
Canadian classroom learning materials. In 1969 Ontario 
spent $9.00 per pupil on texts. In 1978-79, the province 
spent $10.91 per pupil. Just to keep pace with inflation, 
the 1979 figure should have been $17.73 


The inadequate supply of textbooks in Ontario 
schools means that children have to share books. This 
means, of course, that the books cannot be taken home 
for homework. The shortage also causes hoarding of 
outdated textbooks with inaccurate information. A child 
is not likely to be turned on by a science book that 
suggest that rockets may one day carry mentothe moon. 


Teachers are forced to find ways around the shortage - 
organizing timetables so that children work in 
alternating groups; making “home produced’ 
substitutes whose costs can be buried in the paper 
budget. Others resort to illegal photocopying in order to 
supply students with needed materials 


This astounding situation should be of concern to 
every parent and taxpayer in Ontario. If this is the Davis 
governments much touted ‘quality education’ we are 
Ft to be paying for with our taxes, | for one beg to

Legal interpretation saves fisherman 
from paying $1000 fine 


A Prince Edward County fisherman, 
David Harrison, who is also a fresh fish 
buyer, has successfully appealed two 
convictions registered against him by 
Justice of the Peace John F. Russell at 
Napanee last October 


The charges were the result of 
Harrison's failure to ‘furnish’. fishery 
officers with a true return containing 
all fish bought in the months of April 
and May 1981. 


Harrison's lawyer, Richard Byers of 
Picton argued that the word ‘furnish’ 
did not mean delivering information to 


the ministry's office, instead it meant 
giving the information to the fisher 
officer when he comes and asks for it. 


County Court Judge Bernard W. 
Hurley of Napanee agreed with this 
argument and Harrison won his appeal. 


_ The ruling could have some 
important consequences. It means that 
fish buyers do not have to mail their 
returns in to the ministry's offices. 
Instead fishery officers will have to go 
to the buyers and collect the 
information.

Mohawks to start court action 
on validity of Shannonville lease 


The Tyendinaga Mohawk 
band coundil has decided to 
start court action on the 
disputed Shannonville lease. 
Under the lease white residents 
are allowed to hold reserve 
property. 

The dispute has been raging 
for over ten years, since the 
Mohawks first challenged the 
1835 land transaction, which 
involves a 999 year lease- 


According to Chief Earl Hill 
the only way to solve the dispute 
is by a court decision, and the 
band council has authorized a 
Toronto lawyer, Malcolm 
Montgomery to. start pro- 


ceedings. 


Mr. Montgomery has been 
researching the issue for some 
time, and late last year decided 
that the lease was invalid 
because the government of the 
day did not follow statutory 
procedures for the surrender of 
Indian lands. 


The original lease was to the 
operator of a flour mill. It 
involved 84 hectares, which are 
now incorporated into the 


village of Shannonville. Overthe 


years sections of the land were 
sold under sub-leases. About 45 
properties are now involved, 
most of them private homes.

Ontario offer a variety of trails for the cross country skier. Often hundreds of ski enthusiasts will converge on

skiers to the largest which may 
see several hundred enthusiasts 
setting off in a flurry of skis. 


Cross country ski enthusiasts, 
says the press release, are 
generally divided into two main 
8roups....racers and tourers. 
Racers welcome an Opportunity 
to match their skills, stamina and 
endurance against other skiers 
in a race against the clock. But 
they are outnumbered by 
tourers....often parents who just 
want to enjoy a day in the out-of- 
doors, skiing along forest trails 
with their children. 


The release describes a 
number of loppets which are 
coming up next month, 
including the mid-Canada 
Wilderness Loppet scheduled 
for March 6 which is expected to 
attract 150 contestants. Others 
include the Cambridge Loppet 
to be staged in the Pinehurst 
Conservation Area which is a 4.5 
mile family affair, coming up 
Feb. 21; The Temagami Loppet 
on March 7 (19 miles); and North 
Bay’s Loppet (12.5 miles) which 
extends through scenic terrain 
over a challenging network of 
trails. 


Perhaps one of the most 
unusual is the Wabos Wilderness 
Loppet at Sault Ste. Marie on 
March 21 where contestants 
board a special Algoma Central 
Railway Snow Train for a78 miles 
to the starting point. Here, they 
get off the train, don touring 
packs, put on theirskis and head 
off into the bush down 17 miles 

of groomed trails. 


While these are major events 

happening in prime ski areas, it 
isn’t necessary, however, for 
Quinte area residents to travel to 
North Bay, Sault Ste. Marie or 
Cambridge to enjoy cross 
country skiing events. Those not 
wishing to travel far can find 
plenty of skiing activities right 
here. The Napanee Conser- 
vation Authority held a winter 
outing last weekend at the 
Second Depot Lake Conser- 
vation Area, north of Verona. 
The day’s events included family 
cross country skiing, cross 
country ski races, skating, 
snowshoeing, skating, even log 
sawing and nail driving contests, 
with free chili, hot dogs, coffee 
and hot chocolate. 


The Napanee Authority says, 
‘We are offering face to face 
contact with fresh air and natural 
surroundings.’ The area features 
several miles of groomed cross 
country ski trails, picnic shelters 
and barbeques. 


This Sunday (Feb. 14) the 
Prince Edward Region Conser- 
vation Authority is holding a 
similar event. WINTER FUN DAY 
at Macaulay Mountain Conser- 
vation Area will include a dog 
sled dash featuring several dog 
sled teams of Siberian Huskies 
from Belleville.

Sandbanks Provincial Park has 
a total of 12km of groomed trails 
with gentle curves and hills, 
linked together in a network 
which makes possible a variety 
of looping routes. 


Ferris Provincial Park at 
Campbellford offers 5km of 
trails, one trail quite suitable for 
beginners and another a bit 
more challenging. 


WINTER OUTDOORS 
Ontario Provincial Parks and 
Trails, a 30-page booklet 
published by the Ministry of 
Natural Resources, lists among 
its more than 100 parks in the 
brochure, 35 which contain 
marked cross country ski trails, 
describing the trails as well as 
other winter activities in each of 
its parks.

The nation’s politicians are 
uneasy, and with good reason. 

For years, an apathetic pub- 
lic has generally been content 

to let the politicians run the 
show, only becoming involved 
during elections. 

But times are rapidly chang- 
ing. In fact, Canadians are 
becoming deeply involved in 
the political process, almost 
on a day-to-day basis. 

Perhaps it is the tough win- 
ter weather in most parts of 
the country that has awakened 
a sleeping public. But more 
likely it’s the highs of the day, 
including high inflation, high 
interest rates, high unemploy- 
ment and high mortgage rates, 
fo name just a few. 

And if evidence is needed to 
Support the contention that 
people are becoming involved 
in the decision-making pro- 
cess, consider reaction to the 
November budget, which 
Seems to have brought the 
whole thing to a head. 

Every major group in the 
country, it seems, is in a foul 
mood about the new meas- 
ures, and people are voicing 
their concerns in no uncertain 
terms. 

Even Liberal Members of 
Parliament, back from a five- 


week holiday, talk of being 
berated by life-long support- 
ers, and the politicians are 
indeed expressing the public’s 
anger and concern to Finance 
Minister Allan MacEachen. 

Letters and telephone calls 
from constituents are three or 
four times normal, most of 
them dealing with budget re- 
lated issues. 


As a result, budget changes 
have been made; and rest as- 
sured that more are on the 
way. 

What’s really important 
about this public outpouring, 
though, is that the exercise 
dispels the myth that Cana- 
dians are so apathetic they will 
accept almost anything from 
their elected leaders. In this 
instance, Canadians from all 
walks of life and all regions 
have joined hands to fight the 
common enemy, a bad public 
policy. 

Yet the battle for a better 
policy is not yet won. More 
calls and letters are needed 
before that can happen. 

Still, it’s reassuring to know 
that Canadians really care 
enough to become involved. 
Without that concern, demo- 
cracy suffers.

‘We are simulating here what 
we will be doing ona larger scale 
at the Bruce centre,’ Dr. Hilton

to cool the generators at the 
Station, can provide the 20 to 27 
Celsius degrees to keep the pink 
seafood delicacy. alive and

The demonstration centre, 
near Ontario Hydro’s Bruce 
Generating Station on Lake 
Huron was announced last year 
as part of the province’s 
€conomic strategy under the 
Board of Industrial Leadership 
and Development. The shrimp 
raising project is being funded 
by the Ontario Ministry of 
Agriculture and Food with help 
from the Provincial Lottery. 


The shrimp Dr. Hilton has 
chosen for the study area variety 
Native to Malaysia, but he has 
obtained his seed stock from 
Hawaii and South Carolina. 
Initial results have been 
encouraging. The shrimp eggs 
are spawned in salt water, but 
the larvae are transferred to a 
freshwater environment. At four 
months of age they are 
anywhere from 35 to 100 grams 
(one to 3.5 ounces) and about 
half of that is edible flesh. 


Shrimp live on a diet of fish 
meal, fish oil, crab meal or 
shrimp oil mixed with soybean 
meal. But they are cannibalistic 
and one of Dr. Hilton’s problems 
is to keep them from eating each 
other. ‘We are trying to reduce 
the incidence of cannibalism by 
developing a better diet and by 
experimenting with population 
densities,’ he said. 


He expects it will be another 
two years before he can say 
clearly whether shrimp can be 
successfully cultured and raised 
in Ontario. After that an 
economic viability study would 
have to be done to find out 
whether it could be developed 
into a successful commercial 
enterprise. 


‘OF STRATFORD 


There was a headline in the Globe and Mail recently 
which indicates how completely our thinking has changed 
about the objectives of education. Perhaps that change 
was inevitable in an increasingly complex and technical 
society, but I’m sure a lot of people are sorry about it. The 
headline read simply: "66 percent will discover university 
degree useless, report says.” What the story was suggest- 
ing, of course, was that 66 percent of those graduating 
from university would discover that their degrees were of 
no use to them in getting jobs. And that, these days, to an 
increasing number of politicians and members of the gen- 
eral public, is the only possible reason for having univers- 
ities at all. They forget, perhaps, that a bachelor of arts 
course has never been job-oriented. The idea of a liberal 
education has always been to produce a better citizen, not 
a better banker or a better systems analyst. If you talked 
about education in the 17th century, you were referring to 
the nourishing or rearing process. The shorter Oxford dic- 
tionary suggests that even now, education is The system- 

atic instruction or training given the young in preparation 
for the work of life”. I take the "work of life" to be some- 
thing more than a mere job. There is a quotation footnoted 
in the shorter Oxford which suggests that education 
should not be confused with the absorption of facts. Rather 
it is the possession of method. That is why sometimes - 
the past it has been difficult for young people to make the 
switch from high school to university, at least in an arts 
course. Secondary school teachers tend to demand the re- 
gurgitation of memorized facts. University professors e 
more interested in some evidence of acquired method, the 
display of a rudimentary thinking process. And so, 
university degree becomes a mere passport to a job, we 
have better engineers, better scientists, better doctors, 
perhaps. But we won't have many poets or many cae 
and Lord knows what we'll do when we step up to the bal- 
lot boxes. ; h

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Anglers withdrew court action - this time 


The Ontario Federation of 
Anglers and Hunters decided to 
withdraw its charges against the 
Town of Caledon, the 
contracting company Meca 
Mechanical Industries Limited 
and consulting engineers, 
Totten, Sims, Hubick Associates 
Limited. 


The charges were laid under 
Section 33 of the Fisheries Act of 
Canada when the Federation 
documented evidence of the 
damage created on the Credit 
River while the town had work 
done on a bridge. The work had 
begun in September 1980, the 
time of year when both brown 
and brook trout spawn. The 
Upper Credit has one of the few 
naturally reproducing brown 
trout populations, and although 
several brown trout were seen 
immediately downstream of the 


bridge prior to the reconstruct- 
ion, none were seen after the 
work had begun. 


The charges were withdrawn 
by the Federation for several 
reasons. First the members 
decided that the taxpayers of 
Caledon did not deserve the 
increase in their taxes which 
would have resulted. 


Secondly, they felt that they 
had made the point that damage 
to fisheries habitats will not be 
tolerated, and that the parties 
involved realized this, and 
thirdly the Ontario Ministry of 
Natural Resources and the 
Credit River Conservation 
Authority have agreed to do 
some habitat rehabilitation work 
in the area of the bridge where 
the whole thing started.

Waste wood 
for heating 


A demonstration project that 
will heat a greenhouse with 
wood waste instead of oil has 
been unveiled by the federal 
and Ontario governments. 


The “two governments will 
each contribute $78,000 to assist 
the owner of a greenhouse near 
Newmarket to demonstrate this 
technology. The governments 
are providing these funds under 
the Canada/Ontario agreement 
which sponsors conservation 
and renewable energy dem- 
onstration projects. 


The operator, Bob Boorberg, 
will install a boiler heating 
system that burns wood chips 
and sawdust. Each year the new 
system will burn 2,000 tons of 
wood waste collected from 
plants in the Toronto area. 


It is expected to reduce oil 
consumption by 95 per cent, 
reducing fuel costs by 70 per 
cent. The estimated saving in 
fuel costs is as much as $40,000 
per year. 


Under the terms of the 
agreement, tours will be 
conducted through the facility 
once it is working and 
information on the project will 
be distributed to other 
enterprises likely to benefit from 
such conservation. It will be the 
first facility of its kind in Ontario.

Avoid winter 


The same home gardener who 
took pride in a bowling green 
lawn last summer may be ruining 
it over the winter. 


Although a lawn is frozen and 
covered with snow, it is still 
susceptible to damage and 
precautions should be taken to 
ensure that it comes through the 
winter without injury. 


Continuous foot traffic over a 
frozen lawn can cause 
compacted pathways. The 
compacted snow impairs 
drainage and aeration. Grass 
plants may require all spring to 
recover from this injury. 


If you must walk across the 
lawn, avoid using the same 
pathway each time. Use 
sidewalks wherever possible, 
even if it means taking the long 
way around. 


Skating rinks are also a hazard 
to a good home lawn. The heavy 
layer of ice creates an air space 
above the grass that makes an 
ideal breeding ground for snow 
moulds, especially in late winter 
and early spring. 

If you do decide to build a 
skating rink, break up the ice as 
soon as possible in the spring to 
give the crown of the grass plants 
plenty of fresh air. Snow mould 
damage can completely kill 
patches of grass. Normally only 
the tops are killed, but the grass 
is slow to recover in the spring.

Board of Industrial Leadership 
and Development (BILD) under 
the Ontario storage and packing 
program for fruit and 
vegetables.

The Ontario 1982 Farm 
Adjustment Assistance Program 
is underway and is expected to 
help more than 5,000 Ontario 
producers. 


The program is aimed at 
people who are serious farmers. 
At present eight chartered banks 
are participating in the program. 
Provisions have been made so 
that other lenders such as trust 
companies and credit unions 
May participate on the same 
terms. The Ministry said there 
has been some _ misunder- 
standing about the $25,000 
eligibility figure. Spokesmen say 
they are interpreting the 
guidelines to achieve a realistic 
value of the product actually 
produced on an applicant's 
farm. For example, a corn 
producer with 71 acres, yielding 
an average of 95 bushels, sold at 
the 1981 average price of $3.27 
would have grossed $25,091,

with the best of dispositions. As 
they flit from weed stalk to weed 
stalk, a half dozen or so tree 
sparrows will crowd together on 
‘One weed causing it to bend 
nearly double beneath the 
weight of the birds. Far from 
attempting to rob one another 

they keep up their conver- 
sational chatter bespeaking the 
utmost good fellowship. Their 
musical tinkling has been 
likened to sparkling frost crystals 
turned to music. We have over 
40 coming to our feeders now 


Snow buntings also seem to be 
the happiest when together in 
large flocks. Delighting in icy 
blasts and blinding snow storms 
large aggregations of these 
irrepressibly cheerful foragers 
fatten onaseed diet where other 
less hardy species would surely 
starve. They have a uniformity of 
movement which easily 
other birds to shame. Like drilled 
troops they whirl over snow- 
covered fields wheeling left and 
right as though governed by a 
single impulse. Suddenly they 
swing downward into an open 
field alighting on the snow 
where they run along like little 
beach birds 


For three weeks now we have 
had 25 or so snow buntings 
making regular visits to our 
feeding station. On Feb 7, during 
light snow and strong winds, | 
counted 71 snow  buntings 
spread out across the yard as 
they consumed scratch feed 
which | had scattered on the 
surface of the snow 


Like the horned larks which 
are due to arrive either this week 
or next (Feb. 15 is the average 
arrival date in the Quinte area - 
look for them along the 
roadsides), snow buntings are 
terrestrial in their habits. While 
they may be seen perching on 
fences and buildings they are 
rearely observed in trees. The 
snow buntings we have coming 
to our feeder regularly perch on 
the clothesline, television 
antennae or hydro wires which 
pass beside the house, but avoid 
even the smallest shrubs, and 
even the rose bushes which 
surround the feeder

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Rhythmic exercise best for heart 


February is heart month - the 
month when the Heart 
Foundation canvassers will come 
to you door, and the month for 
thinking about heart problems. 


A major phenomenon of the 
last decade has been the 
exponential growth of 
participation in physical 
activities - jogging, running, 
bicycling, tennis etc. Proponents 
and opponents of exercise have 
made exaggerated claims 
regarding the benefits or 
dangers of exercise - particularly 
insofar as cardiovascular disease 
is concerned. In the course of 
preparing guidelines on fitness 
testing and exercise pro- 
grammes, the Canadian Heart 
Foundations have had some 
comments to make on desirable 
exercise and those who wish to 
participate in it. 


In the light of currently 
available medical and scientific 
information, regular physical 
activity of the type contributing 
to cardiopulmonary or 
endurance fitness is considered 
to be beneficial for physical and 
mental health, provided that any 
major increase in physical 
activity is performed gradually. 
An individual who does not have 
know or suspected health 
problems, particularly of a 
cardiovascular nature, and who 
wished to increase his or her 
level of physical activity, should 
do so gradually - either as an 
individual or in a structured 
programme of physical 
conditioning.

known or suspected heart 
disease, high blood pressure, 
palpitations, chest pain, 
diabetes, unusual breathlessness 
or other medical problems, 
medical clearance is essential 
before undertaking any major 
increase in physical activity. 
Individuals over forty years of 
age, who feel in good health, 
should also undergo an 
appropriate medical exam- 
ination. 


The type of exercise in which 
one should participate to 
improve cardiovascular fitness is 
a rhythmic, continuous exercise 
such as walking, jogging, 
swimming, bicycling and rope- 
skipping. Individuals should try 
to work up, over a twelve week 


period, to an optimal heart rate 
of 170 minus their age. Each 
session should comprise five 
minutes warming up, main- 
taining the optimal heart rate for 
fifteen minutes and five minutes 
cooling off. This programme 
should be repeated at least three 
times a week, preferably four 
times a week and optimally five 
times a week. 


Any exercise that does not 
raise the heart rate to the above 
levels may be fun, but it is not 
sufficient training for an 
improvement in cardiovascular 
fitness.

So far 
they have succeeded in producing a budworm that is resistant 
to the sprays - and 2 suspiciously high incidence of Reye's 
syndrome in their children

The program covers not only 
Kingston but the surrounding 
communities, such as Napanee, 
Odessa and Bath. 


It is a many-faceted job - 
making contact with what he 
calls the ‘visitees’, rounding up 
the volunteers, acting as a 
resource person, speaking to 
groups interested in getting 
involved in the program. 


Mr. Bennett hears about 
lonely people who need visitors 
through a network of contact 
points - social agencies, public 
health units, the Victorian Order 
of Nurses, from doctors, 
families, hospitals and, 
sometimes, directly from the 


lonely individual themselves. 


“When | get a referral, | goand 
assess the visitee and then look 
for a volunteer who will match 
up,’ he says. 


Volunteers must have a good 
listening ear, be able to talk 
easily, read, write letters and 
must guarantee to keep 
confidential anything they are 
told by the visitee.” 


The volunteers, he says, are 
terrific, and range in age from 
the teens to the elderly. 


Visits are flexible. Some 
visitees are able to be taken out 
for drives, or shopping, or even 
walks. 


“It only takes one or two hours 
a week,’ he says, ‘and the visits 
are like a breath of fresh air for 
the lonely.’ 


At present, there are about 70 
visitees, mostly in the age group

The horned lark is recognized 
as one of the first spring migrants 
to arrive in Ontario. Of course, 
we do see the occasional horned 
lark here during the winter 
months, but it is usually about 
February 15 when they start 
showing up in the open fields 


-and along the roadsides in areas 


scraped bare by the snowplow 


small, black ‘horns’, actually 
erectile feathers, on the head 
The back is light grayish-brown 
in color and the tail is mostly 
black, with the exception of the 
central feathers which are also 
grayish-brown. One of the more 
outstanding field marks of the 
male is the rich black shield on 
its breast and the black face 
patch curving downward from 
the bill to below the eye 


They nest very early, often 
while there is still snow on 
ground. The nest is only a cup of 
grass placed in a slight 
depression in the ground, with 
often as many as three broods

That 
seemed like a pretty good idea, 
but later I read in the newspaper 
that anyone who went into the 
store on that particular day, with 
or without the stupid coupon, 
was to receive the discount. 
Needless to say, that store is now 
on my boycott list. 


Now, as previously mentioned 
advertising can be valid. 
Newspapers and magazines for 
instance, rely on advertising 
dollars in order to publish. We 
all want and need our 
newspaper industry and 
recognize the necessity of this 
advertising function. In those 
circumstances, everyone wins. 
The public is provided with a 
product at a reasonable price, 
and the advertiser gets the 
message across. 


Television advertising though, 
is far more insidious, It gets to
